Rules Governing IU Sale in New York. 
Liquefied Acetylene Gas Prohibited. 
Superintendent 
Murray, of 
the 


Bureau of Combustibles, has made 
regulations governing the transporta- 
tion, storage and sale of calcium car- 
bide, which the firemen declare to be 
a scurce of danger in a building, be- 
cause when water reaches it acetylene 
gas is given off. A number of stores 
keep it for use in bicycle lamps. 
Hereafter, in transit cr on storage, it 
must be inclosed in 
hermetically 


sealed iron receptacles marked "Dan- 
gerous if not kept dry." No package 
may contain more than 100 pounds. 
It must be-stored in isolated build- 
ings that are flic-proof and water- 
proof. 
No artificial light or heat 


will be permitted in the building 
where it is stored. 
Not more than 


twenty pounds, in bulk or in car-

As the last word was uttered, Mr. 


Garland was seen to.raise his hand 
and then gasp. He tottered and fell 
sidewise, striking against a chair and 
overturning it as he fell heavily to the 
floor. 


He was carried from the chamher 


across to the room of the chief clerk, 
and there placed .on a sofa. Senator 
Galltnger',' who is a physician, was 
near at hand. A single glance told him 
that the attack would be fatal. Mr. 
Garland soon breathed his last. 


Detailed arrangements of the funeral 


have not been completed, but services 
will be held in the parlors of 
the 


Colonial hotel on Sunday, after which 
the body probably will be placed in 
a vault at Rock Creek cemetery, to be 
removed later to Little Rock, where 
Interment will be made.

TSpton 


county, T«nn., June 11, 1832. Before 
be was a year old his parents moved 
to Arkansas, from which, state he was 
seat to the United States senate, re- 
signing in-1885 to "'enter President 
Cleveland's cabinet.
